The suit was brought In the 
name of Idaho's state reclama- 
tlon engineer against the Wash, 
lngton public power supply sys 
tem, a group of Washington pub- 
lic utility districts. It asked third 
district cpurt to declare that the 
Washington organization must 
obtain a permit- under state laws 
before It could uso water of the 
Snake river. 

The defendants asked the fed- 
eral court to take Jurisdiction in 
the case and that move was re- 
sisted by the state. 

In a brief the public power 
group contended that the out- 
come of the suit depends upon 
the court's ruling on application 
of the federal power act, and not 
Idaho laws. Thus It said, the case 
Is one for federal courts. 

Whether the Washington sys 
tem must comply with state law, 
the brief said, "necessnrlly In 
volves Hie appllCntlQn.of the iei^ 
eral law."

It's 
simple enough to start the car and let the 
defroster do its work while the driver

SMYLIE'S PROPOSAL 

Gov. Robert E. Smylle's proposal that Idaho's 
constitution be changed, to allow financing of 
reclamation 1 - projects deserves serious discussion 
loading to concrete action. Idaho needs to safe- 
guard the water that Hows within Its borders not 
simply to thwart claims to It by other states, but 
to provldo for, an Idaho with considerably more 
population than it now has and to allow this 
stato to assume a larger rolo as a major supplier

The governor made a strong case for his pro- 
posal here this past week-end. He noted that 
whereas statisticians In 1857 had predicted that 
Idaho would reach 100,000 population by 1970, 
that figure was passed ot the beginning of this 
year and now Idaho's population probably stands 
at around 716,000. If the present trends continue, 
he said, Idaho can expect a population of 2U 
million 100 years hence. This growth alone will 
create demands for tho development of more 
land on which to grow moro food and for irriga- 
tion systems to carry water lo that land. And 
whllo Idaho ts growing, so too will her neighbors, 
at undoubtedly a faster rate. The prospect is for 
greater demands upon land and upon water, both 
of which Idaho has In obundonce. 
"A recent proposal to divert water from the 
Snake river for the use of Los Angeles makes it 
Imperative for Idaho to guard Its water resources. 
Although Idaho's claim to water In the Snake 
river might seem safo now, there Is no guarantee
